
ATHENS, July 15 (AP)— The 
Greek government announced 
today that security forces had , 
arrested eight Greeks who it 
said planned to kidnap John 
F, Kennedy Jr., son of the late 
President Kennedy. 

The government also an- 
nounced that police had ar- 
rested four West Germans, in* 

' eluding a young woman, on 
charges of planning bombings, 
Mdnapings and assassinations 1 
in Greece. 

The government announce- 
ment said that the eight 
Greeks also sought to over- 
throw Greece’s military - ! 
backed regime. 

The announcement described 
the eight as being members of 
a guerrilla organization called 
, “New Left” 

The government said the ar- 
rested Greeks had planned to 
kidnap ambassadors, bankers, . 

. and such prominent people as I ’ 
young Kennedy, II, who often i 
spends, vacations in Greece, 
Details of the alleged plan to 
kidnap him were not dis- 
closed. 

The announcement said the 
information was divulged by 
the group's leader/ Christos i 
Kamadanis, 31, dMihg interro- 
gation/by military’ police.

It added 
that they allegedly ' planned

The Stuttgart organization 
gave orders to the four to aid /
